By  the  ship  Portia,  Captain  Tabb,  we 
have  received  London  papers  to  the  24th 
of  January,  from  which  we  have  extracted 
the  Speech  of  the  British  King  to  Parlia- 
ment. 

An  address  was  moved  in  both  Houses  as 
usual,  which  was  only  an  echo  of  the  speech 
from  the  Throne;  to  this  the  following  a- 
mendinent*  was  moved  in  the  House  of 
Lords : 

“ That  we  have  seen  with  the  utmost 
sorrow  and  indignation  the  accumulated 
failures  and  disasters  of  the  last  campaign, 
the  unavailing  waste  of  our  national  resour- 
ces, and  tlie  loss  of  so  many  thousand  of 
our  brave  troops,  whose  distinguished  and 
heroic  \ alor  has  been  unprontably  sacrifi- 
ced in  enterprises,  productive  not  of  ad 
vantage  but  everlasting  injury  to  their 
country — enterprises  marked  only  by  a 
repetition  of  former  errors,  taruy  and  un- 
combined, incapable  in  their  success  of 
aiding  our  ally  in  the  critical  moment  of 
his  fate,  but  exposing  in  their  failure  his 
majesty’s  councils  to  the  scorn  and  deris- 
ion of  the  enemy. 

• That  we  tlie-efore  feel  ourselves  bound 
to  institute,  without  delay,  such  rigorous 
and  effectual  enquiries  and  proceedings  as 
duty  impels  us  to  adopt,  in  a case  where 
our  country  has  bden  subjected  to  unexam- 
pled calamity  and  disgrace.” 

A similar  amendment  was  made  in  the 
House  of  Commons  with  the  addition  of 
the  following  words: 

••That  we  therefore  feel  ourselves  bound 
with  a view  to  the  only  atonement  that  can 
now  be  made  to  an  injured  people,  to  insti- 
tute without  delay,”  &c.

1MPER IAL  PARLIAMENT. 

HOUSE  OF  FF.F.RS. 

Tuesday , Jan.  23. 

This  flay  at  three  o’clock,  the  Lords 
commissioners  for  delivering  his  majesty's 
speech  took  their  seats  in  the  House  o* 
Lords,  and  the  Commons  being  summoned, 
and  appearing  at  the  bar,  the  king’s  most 
gracious  speech  was  read  to  the  Lords  and 
Commons. 

File  commissioners  were,  the  archbish- 
op of  Canterbury,  the  Lord  Chancellor, 
Lord  Camden,  Lord  Alesford  and  Lord 
Dartmouth. 

The  Marquis  of  Lansdowne  and  Lord 
D,:un  took  their  oaths  and  seats. 

THE  SPEECH. 

The  following  was  the  speech  as  deliv- 
ered by  the  Lord  Chancellor: — 

Mj  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

“ His  majesty  commands  us  to  express 
to  vou  his  deep  regret  that  the  exertions 
of  the  Emperor  of  Austria  against  the  am- 
bition and  violence  of  France  have  proved 
unavailing,  and  that  his  imperial  majesty 
has  been  compelled  to  abandon  the  contest, 
and  to  conclude  a disadvantageous  peace. 
Although  the  war  was  undertaken  by  that 
monarch  without  encouragement  on  the 
part  of  his  majesty,  every  effort  was  made 
for  the  assistance  of  Austria  which  his 
majesty  deemed  consistent  with  the.  due 
support  of  his  allies,  and  with  the  welfare 
and  interest  of  his  own  dominions. 

• An  attack  upon  the  naval  armaments 
and  establishments  in  the  Scheldt,  afford- 
ed at  once  the  prospect  of  destroying  a 
growing  force,  which  was  daily  becoming, 
more  formidable  to  the  security  of  this 
Country,  and  of  diverting  the  exertions  of 
Fi  ance  from  the  important  objects  of  rein- 
forcing her  armies  on  the  Danube,  and  of 
controlling  the  spirit  of  resistance  in  the 
North  of  Germany. — These  considerations 
determined  his  majesty  to  employ  his  for- 
ces in  an  expedition  to  the  Scheldt. 

‘ Although  the  principal  ends  of  this  ex- 
pedition have  not  been  attained,  his  majes- 
tv  confidently  hopes  that  advantages,  ma- 
terialfv  affecting  the  security  of  his  majes- 
ty’s dominions  in  the  further  prosecution 
of  the  war,  will  be  found  to  result  from  the 
demolition  of  the  docks  and  arsenals  at 
Flushing.  This  important  object  his  ma- 
jesty was  enabled  to  accomplish,  in  Con 
sequence  of  the. reduction  of  the  island  of 
Walkheren  by  the  valor  of  his  fleets  and 
armies. 

• His  majesty  has  given  directions  that 
such  documents  and  papers  should  be  laid 
before  you  as  he  trusts  will  afford  satisfac- 
tory information  upon  the  subject  of  his  ex- 
pedition. 

‘ We  have  it  in  command  to  state  to 
you  that  his  majesty  had  uniformly  notified 
to  Sweden  his  majesty’s  decided  wish,  that 
in  determining  upon  the  question  of  peace 
or  war  with  France,  and  other  cominen 
tal  powers,  she  should  be  guided  by  consi- 
derations resulting  from  her  own  situation 
and  interests.  While  his  majesty,  there 
fore  laments  that  Sweden  should  havefound 
it  necessary  to  purchase  peace  by  consid- 
erable sacrifices,  his  majesty  cannot  com 
plain  that  she  has  concluded  it  without  his 
majesty’s  participation.  It  is  his  majes- 
ty’s earnest  wish  that  nn  event  may  occur 
to  occasion  the  interruption  of  those  rela- 
tions of  amity  which  it  is  the  desire  of  his 
majesty  and  the  interest  of  both  countries 
to  preserve. 

• We  have  it  further  in  command  to  com 
municate  to  you,  that  ihe  efforts  of  his  ma- 
jesty for  the  protection  of  Portugal  have 
been  powerfully  aided  by  the  confidenci 
which  the  Prince  Regent  has  reposed  in 
his  majesty,  and  by  the  co-operation  of 
the  h'cal  government,  and  people  of  that 
country.  The  expulsion  of  the  French 
from  Portugal,  by  his  majesty’s  forces  un 
tier  lieutenant  general  Viscount  Welling 
ton,  and  file  glorious  victory  obtained  by 
him  at  T ilavera,  contributed  to  check  the 
progress' of  the  French  arms  in  the  Peuin 
sula  during  the  late  campaign. 

• His  majesty  directs  us  to  state  that  the 
Spanish  government,  in  the  name,  and  by 
the  authority  of  king  Ferdinand  the  Se 
venth,  has  determ  ined  to  assemble  the  ge 
neral  and  extraordinary  Cor',.,  of  t'.ic  na- 
tion. His  majesty  trusts  that  this  measure 


will  give  fresh  animation  and  vigor  to  the 
councils  and  the  arms  of  Spain,  and  suc- 
cessfully direct  the  energies  and  spirit  of 
tlie  Spanish  people  to  the  maintainance  of 
the  legitimate  monarchy,  and  to  the  ulti- 
mate deliverance  of  their  country. 

• The  most  important  considerations  of 
policy  and  of  good  faith  require,  that  as 
this  great  cause  can  be  maintained  with 
proper  success,  it  would  be  supported  ac 
cording  to  the  nature  and  circumstances  of 
the  contest,  by  the  strenuous  and  continu- 
ed assistance  of  the  [lower  and  resources 
of  his  majesty’s  dominions ; and  his  majes- 
ty relies  on  the  aid  of  his  Parliament  in  his 
anxious  endeavors  to  frustrate  the  attempts 
of  France  against  the  independence  of 
Spain  and  Portugal,  and  against  the  hap- 
piness and  freedom  cf  those  loyal  anti 
resolute  nations. 

• Ills  majesty  commands  us  to  acquaint 
you,  that  the  intercourse  between  his  ma- 
jesty’s minister  in  America  and  the  govern 
ment  of  the  Lr.  S.  lias  been  suddenly  and 
unexpectedly  interrupted.  His  majesty 
sincerely  regrets  this  event,  he  has,  how- 
ever, received  the  strongest  assurances 
from  the  American  minister  resident  at  this 
court,  that  the  U.  S.  are  desirous  of  main- 
taining friendly  relations  between  the  two 
countries.  The  desire  will  be  met  by  a 
corresponding  disposition  on  the  part  of  his 
majesty. 

“ Gentlemen  of  the  house  of  commons, 

‘ His  majesty  has  directed  us  to  inform 
you  that  he  has  ordered  the  Estimates  for 
the  current  year  to  be  laid  before  you:  his 
majesty  has  directed  them  to  be  formed 
with  all  the  attention  to  economy  which 
the  support  of  his  allies  and  the  security  of 
his  dominions  will  permit.  Andjhis  majes- 
ty relies  upon  your  zeal  and  loyalty  to  af- 
ford him  such  supplies  as  may  be  necessa- 
ry for  those  essential  objects. 

‘ He  commands  us  to  express  how  deep- 
ly he  regrets  the  pressure  upon  his  subjects 
which  the  protracted  continuance  of  the 
war  renders  inevitable. 

“ Mj  Lords  and  Gentlemen , 

‘ We  arc  commanded  by  his  majesty  to 
express  his  hope  that  you  will  resume  the 
consideration  of  the  state  of  the  inferior 
Clergy,  and  adopt  such  further  measures 
upon  this  interesting  subject  as  may  appear 
to  you  to  be  proper. 

■*  We  have  it  further  in  command  to 
state  to  you’that  the  accounts  which  will 
be  laid  before  you,  of  the  trade  and  reve- 
nue of  the  country,  will  be  found  highly 
satisfactory. 

• Whatever  temporary  and  partial  in- 
convenience may  ha>e  resulted  from  the 
measures  which  were  directed  by  France 
against  those  great  resources  of  our  pros- 
perity and  strength,  those  measures  have 
wholly  failed  of  producing  any  permanent 
or  general  effect. 

• The  inveterate  hostility  of  our  enertiv 
continues  to  be  directed  against  tills  coun- 
try with  unabated  violence.  To  guard  the 
security  of  his  majesty’s  dominions,  and  to 
defeat  the  designs  which  are  meditated  a- 
gainst  us  and  our  allies,  will  require  the 
utmost  efforts  of  vigilance,  fortitude,  and 
perseverance. 

In  every  difficulty  and  danger  his  ma- 
. esty  confidently  trusts  that  he  shall  deriie 
the  most  effectual  support,  under  the  con- 
tinued blessings  of  Divine  Providence,  from 
the  wisdom  of  his  Parliament,  the  valor  of 
his  forces,  and  the  spirit  and  determina- 
tion of  his  people.” 

London.  Jan.  25. — With  all  our  wishes 
to  insert  the  important  debate  in  both 
Houses  on  Tuesday  we  were  compell- 
ed from  the  great  lencth  of  the  speeches 
to  omit  many  topics  of  the  highest  interest. 
The  issue  cf  the  discussions,  though  not  at 
once  fatal  tothe  gross  incapacity  and  ar- 
rogant pretensions  of  ministers,  must  af- 
ford considerable  satisfaction  to  all  who 
deem  inquiry  into  the  late  profligate  waste 
of  British  blood  and  treasure  absolutely  in- 
dispcnsible  to  the  honor,  the  character  and 
the  best  interests  of  the  country.  The  mi- 
nority was  indeed  conspicuous  for  ability, 
property,  and  independence  of  spirit ; and 
it  may  be  considered  an  event  altogether 
unexpected,  that  tlie  very  first  day  of  the 
session,  on  an  amendment  to  the  address 
to  his  Majesty,  ninety-two  Peers,  and  one 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  Commoners, 
should  lie  found  in  firm  opposition  against 
tlie  power  and  influence  of  the  crown.  An 
amendment  so  strong  was  never  proposed 
to  a speech  or  message  from  the  throne ; 
and  we  believe  that  the  annals  of  Parlia 
ment  cannot  shew  so  large  a vote  on-  any 
such  amendment. 

We  have  received  in  consequence  of  ar- 
ivais  yesterday  in  the  river  from  Holland, 
Paris  papers  to  the  17th  instant.  After 
the  statement  in  his  Majesty’s  speech  res- 
pecting the  demolition  of  the  dock, arsenal 
and  harbor  of  Flushing,  the  public  will 
learn  with  no  little  surprize  from  the  French 
official  report,  that  they  are  capable  of  be 
ing  speedily  restored;  and  the  property  a 
bandoned  by  the  precipitate  retreat  of  the 
British  forces,  will  defray  all  the  charges 
of  its  reparation. 

The  whole  of  the  island  cf  Walcheren 
has  been  formally  annexed  toFrance.  The 
peace  between  the  latter  country  and  Swe 
den  was  signed  on  the  6:h  ; and  the  disso- 
lution of  Bonaparte’s  marriage  has  receiv- 
ed the  sanction  ol  the  highest  spiritual  au- 
thority lie  has  suffered  to  exist  in  his  em- 
pire. 


••SQUALLY,”  IN  LOWER  CANADA. 

A serious  schism  appears  to  exist  be 
tween  the  Provincial  Parliament,  of  Lower 
Canada,  and  the  Governor  in  chief.  The 
House  of  assembly,  perhaps  with  an  eye  to 
the  spirit  of  our  constitutions,  have  passed 
a vote  that  no  judge  of  tlie  Courts  of  Jus 
ties  shall  be  allowed  a seat  or  vote  in  that 
body.  This  drew  forth  the  vengenance  of 
the  Governor,  who  immediately  repaired 
to  the  House,  accompanied  by  his  choice 
grenadiers,  prorogued  both  Houses,  and  in- 
formed them  of  his  ‘‘determination  of  again 
referring  to  the  sense  of  the  people,  by  an 
immediate  dissolution.” 

Pile  Governor  does  not  appear  to  lie 
mcully-mouihed  about  the  business;  and, 
while  til  the  act  of  dissolving  them,  he, 
with  equal  spirit,  but  with  rather  more  de- 
cency of  language  than  Cromwell,  plainly 
tells  them  of  their  transgression;  in  his 
speech  on  that  occasion,  he  says: 

•'  1 he  House  of  assembly  lias  taken  up- 
on themselves,  without  the  participation  of 


the  other  branches  of  the  Legislature,  to 
pass  a vote,  that  a judge  of  his  Majesty’s 
Cdurt  oTKing’s  Bench,  cannot  sit,  nor  vote, 
in  their  house. — However  I might  set  aside 
the  personal  feelings  which  would  notjbe 
unnatural  in  me,  as  to  the  mode  in  which 
this  transaction  has  been  conducted'towards 
myself;  there  is  another,  and  infinitely 
higher  consideration  arising  out  of  it  which 
I must  not  overlook. 

“ It  is  impossible  for  to  consider  what 
has  been  done  in  any  other  light  than  as  a 
direct  violation  of  an  act  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament ; of  that  Parliament  which  con- 
ferred ou  you  till;  Constitution,  to  which 
you  profess  to  o-.ve  your  present  prosperi- 
ty; nor  can  I do  otherwise  than  consider 
the  House  of  Assembly  as  having  uncon- 
stitutionally disfranchised  a /urge  fwrtion 
of  his  Majesty's  subjects,  and  rendered  in- 
elligible,  by  an  authority  which  they  do 
not  possess,  another  not  inconsiderable 
class  of  the  community.” 

After  which  the  Speaker  declared  the 
Parliament  adjourned  from  the  25th  Feb 
tothe  26th  March, inst*  Immediately  after 
which  the  Governor  issued  warrants  for  a 
new  eieclion  for  members  of  the  House  of 
A ssembly.

Boston,  April  7. 

By  the  Sally,  captain  Sutton,  which  ar- 
rived here  yesterday  from  London,  we 
have  received  London  papers  to  the  16th 
of  February. 

In  the  debates  i.i  the  Englifli  Parlia- 
ment. we  have  not  found  any  thing  on  A- 
merican  affairs.  The  ministers  appear 
determined  neither  to  go  to  war  nor  relax 
their  orders  in  council.  The  papers 
which  palled  in  ail  the  late  negociations 
with  the  U.  States,  have  been  laid  be- 
fore Parliament  and  publilhed.  Mr.  Pink- 
ney and  his  lady  were  unul'uaily  conftant 
in  their  attendance  on  the  royal  levees  and 
rawing  rooms  ; and  a ininillerial  paper  in 
noticing  the  embaffadors  prefent  at  the 
Queen’s  drawing  room,  the  6th  Feb.  thus 
arranges  them — American,  Heflian,  Per- 
fian,  Portuguese,  Spaniffi  &c- 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Wclleflv  had  failed  from 
England,  on  a million  to  Cadiz.  He  will 
probably  follow  the  Junta  to  South  Amer- 
ica. 

Tne  icports  of  a treaty  between  France 
and  America,  and  of  the  relaxation  of  Bo- 
naparte's decrees,  had  evaporated.  Ame- 
rican veffels  continued  to  be  captured  and 
felt  into  the  ports  ol  France  and  her  colo- 
nics. Napoleon  had  not  fet  off  for  Spain 
The  Dutch  official  Gaze'te  1 had  an- 
nounced it  haring  been  fettled,  that 
the  future  bride  of  the  French  emperor 
would  be  Catharine  Paulina,  filler  to  the 
emperor  ofRuffia,  who  is  in  her  31ft  year  ; 

' that  a French  officer  had  been  fent  to 
St.  Petersburgh  toefcort  the  Ruffian  prin- 
cefs  to  Paris. 

It  was  reported  the  Toulon  fleet  had 
put  to  sea  ; and  that  lord  Collingwood 
was  in  purfuit  of  it. 

We  find  no  mention  made  in  the  Lon- 
don papers  ef  fending  a new  minifler  to 
the  United  States,  or  of  recalling  Mr. 
Jackion. 

The  ex-vice  prefident  Burr  was  faid  to 
be  in  Paris,  plotting  mifehief. 

Extratt  of  a letter  from  an  American  gen- 
tleman in  Paris,  dated  January  11. 

“ All  will  depend  on  the  final  relult  of 
our  affairs  with  this  country  ; and  I think 
no  one  can  judge  the  decifion  of  our  gov- 
ernment on  their  hearing  of  the  outrages 
committed  on  our  property  at  St.  Sebas- 
tians and  Naples,  which  was  as  unexpec- 
ted here  as  the  meafure  appears  unjuft  ! 
The  only  explanation  this  government 
has  given  to  our  minifler  is  that  “ it  is  a 
political  meafure.” 

London , Feb.  16. — By  the  Lilly  from 
Cadi*.  we  have  a confirmation  of  the  ad- 
vance of  the  French  on  Cadiz  ; and  that 
the  Spauilh  fleet  had  moved  down,  and 
were  anchored  outfide  our  fquadron. 
Callanos  is  again  at  the  head  of  the  army. 

February  5 — The  public  will  recoiled! 
thatfome  days  ago  accounts  were  received 
that  American  veffels  in  the  ports  of  Na- 
ples, and  alfo  in  the  ports  of  Spain,  were 
ordered  to  be  confiscated.  The  following 
notice  of  the  fail,  from  genuine  author- 
ity, was  yefterday  made  known  in  the  ci- 
ty : 

“ I have  received  intelligence  from 
France,  on  which  I rely,  that  an  order  has 
been  jffued  to  bring  to  fale  the  American 
fhips  and  cargoes,  captured  and  brought 
into  Naples,  and  that  another  order  had 
been  iffuedto  feize  and  confiscate  all  fuch 
as  had  arrived,  or  might  arrive  in  thofe  ol 
Spain.” 

February  13 — The  government  ef  Quito 
have  invited  their  brethren  of  Old  Spain 
to  emigrate  to  America,  rather  than  lub- 
mit  to  France. 

The  commute  of  enquiry  on  the  fubjedt 
of  the  Walcheren  expedition,  fet  conftant- 
ly  for  the  examination  of  witnesses  ; and 
publilhed  daily  a copy  of  their  minutes. 

House  oj  l.ordt,  Feb.  1 5. — Lord  Gren- 
ville moved  that  an  account  ol  the  cource 
of  exchange  between  England  and  other 
parts  ot  Europe  and  America,  and  of  the 
quantity  of  bullion  expoited  during  1809, 
be  laid  on  the  table.  Agreed  to. 

London  feb.  12" 

Dutch  papers  to  the  8th  inst.  have  been 
received  with  a private  letter  of  the  ill, 
from  Paris.  According  to  the  latter,  the 
the  deftined  bride  of  Bonaparte  is  not  the 
niece  of  the  King  of  Saxony,  but  a filler 
of  the  emperor  of  Ruffia.  The  following 
is  an  extradl  from  this  letter  : — 

“ It  is  now  afeertained'  that  the  fistcr 
of  the  Emperor  Alexander  is  the  Princefs, 
who  is  to  become  tlie  wife  ol  the  Empe- 
ror Napojeoti. — Caulincourt,  a relation  to 
the  Amhaffador  of  that  name,  at  St.  Pe- 
tersburgh, left  Paris  a few  days  ago  for 
that  capital,  toefcort  the  Ruffian  Princels 
to  this  city,  where  the  nuptial  ceremonies 
are  to  be  celebrated.  Other  important 
marriages  are  alfo  expected  to  take  place 
on  the  fame  occafion. 

•‘  Under  the  lie  circumllances  it  is  not 
thought  that  Napolean  will  drpartc  for 
Spain  till  the  latter  end  of  March  or  per- 
haps. the  Middle  of  Apiil,  and  that  he 
will  then  have  only  to  congratulate  his  ar- 
mieson  tlie  coaling  from  all  their  labour*  ; 
for  the  troops  in  that  country  are  expell- 
ed to  ftrike  a decifive  blow  long  before 
that  time  airivti,  It  is  announced,  to 


their  great  fatisfaction,  that  no  confcrip. 
tion  will  be  wanted  this  year;  troin  which 
we  infer  that  the  government  confiders 
tilt  troops  already  Under  arms  as  lufficient- 
lv  numerous  for  every  purpofe  for  which 
they  may  be  required.”

“On  my  return  from  Boston,  where  my 
family  resides,  I have  just  had  the  pleasure 
to  receive  your  favor  of  the  17th  of  Janua- 
ry.— I hasten  to  give  you  all  the  informa- 
tion in  my  power,  and  regret  extremely, 
that  you,  in  common  with  all  the  gentle- 
men who  have  not  already  engaged  full- 
blooded  Merinos,  will  not  be  able  to  pur- 
chase them,  this  year,  at  any  price  what- 
soever. 

“ The  fact  is,  the  demand  has  been  so  as- 
tonishingly great,  and  the  price  so  exceed- 
ingly high,  that  all  the  few  persons  who 
have  ever  procured  any  full-bloods  front 
my  flock,  have  either  sold  them,  or  are  de- 
termined not  to  part  with  them  on  any  con- 
dition. For  myself,  I had  long  ago  caused 
it  to  be  announced  in  circular  letters  from 
my  agent  that  I had  none  but  high  mixed 
bloods  for  sale ; the  rams  of  the  pure  breed 
being  reserved  to  be  let  on  shares  (as  has 
always  been  practised)  or  to  let  for  the  sea- 
son, to  go  to  a certain  fixed  number  of 
F.wes,  at  a given  rate  of  compensation. 
The  demand  in  this  way  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  my  flock  is  much  greater  than  I 
can  supply. 

“ Refore  I received  your  letter,  I had  en- 
gaged an  agent  to  proceed  with  a pretty 
large  flock  of  half,  three  ’quarters,  seven 
eighths,  and  higher  bloods  to  the  states 
of  Ohio  an  Kentucky. — I think,  I may  now 
possibly  add  a few  pure  blooded  Rams,  to 
let  at  the  rate  of  ten  dollars  per  Ewe. 

“ The  last  Rams  and  Ewes  of  the  pure 
breed  which  have  been  disposed  of,  were 
sold  from  1000  to  1200  dollars  each.  The 
price  of  the  mixed  blood  is  in  proportion 
to  their  Approximation  to  the  pure  breed.”

Fellow  Citizens, 

To  attempt  to  Item  the  torrent  of  pop- 
ular prejudice  and  whim  ; to  prefume 
to  examine  the  juftice  of  opinion 
indulged  bv  an  infatuated  multitude  ; or 
to  attempt  to  convince  them  of  an  error 
entitled  to  exiftence  by  the  omnipotent 
right  of  prefeription,  would  in  other  coun- 
tries prefent  innumerable  difficulties  to  the 
undertaker. 

But  in  a country,  the  vitality  of  whofe 
laws  and  privileges  depend  upon  the  dif- 
covery  and  practice  of  truth  and  juftice,  by 
an  uncontrouled  animadverfion  upon  fub- 
je£ts  of  general  concern,  I am  ftimulated 
to  hope  the  voice  of  realon  although  ut- 
tered upon  a fubjeft  to  whofe  very  exis- 
tence the  people  are  hoftile,  will  receive 
that  confideration  to  which  tlie  opinion 
of  every  American  is  certainly  entitled. 

Upon  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
sentiments  of  the  mass  of  the  people  in 
this  country,  we  learn  that  a general  and 
inflamatory  prejudice  exifts  in  their  minds, 
towards  that  part  of  the  community  call- 
ed Lawyers  : the  lawyers  ate  considered 
the  prime  movers  of  all  the  corruption  ex- 
ifting  in  fociety  ; the  inllruments  of oppref- 
ffion  to  particular  individuals,  & the  mem- 
bers of  aprofeflion  whofe  principles  are  en- 
veloped in  myftery,  chicane,  and  lubtlety.

1 defign  in  as  conciie  4 manner. as  prac- 


ticable— Firft,  to  examine  with  imparti- 
ality the  principles  ot  this  profeffion,  a:j,tl 
the  practice  of  its  votaries — Second,  to 
examine  the  principles  of  the  other  pro* 
feffions  of  men,  viz.  divinity,  medicine, 
merchants,  mechanics  and  farmers  ; and 
the  general  conduit  £c  charaiter  of  the 
members  of  each. — And  [aftly,  by  way  of 
general  conclulion,  lay  before  you  in  one 
view  the  refult  of  my  enquiries,  in  Older 
that  you  may  lav  whether  or  not  it  be  juft, 
equitable  Sc  right, from  the  conduftot  man- 
kind in  general, that  the  lafhof  fcurrillity  Sc 
calumny  Ihould  be  applied  to  the  lawyers 
alone. 

In  the  earljr  ages  of  the  world, and  previ- 
ous to  the  exiftence  of  fociety.  the  human 
race  were  conlidered  as  having  been  lav- 
age wanderers.  They  roamed  from  one 
part  of  the  world  to  another,  without  any 
apparent  defign  except  that  of  procuring 
i'ubiiftence  Irom  the  spontaneous  jnoduc- 
tions  of  nature.  All  things  were  common 
with  all  men;  except  what  by  manual  la- 
bour had  been  taken  into  the  particular  pof- 
feffion  of  the  occupant  was  conlidered  his 
fo  long  as  it  remained  under  his  i:iimrd;- 
ate  iiilpection  ; but  if  lie  were  abfent  front 
it  only  for  the  fpare  of  a hng'.e  moment, 
or  were  imbecile  and  unable  to  protect  his 
property,  aflert  hts  rights  and  maintain 
his  privileges,  the  firlt  athletic  or  hun- 
gry paffenger  feafted  upon  the  product# 
of  his  induftrv  ; deftroyrd  his  means  of 
lubfiftence.  and  left  him  deftiuite,  hr  Ip'.-  is 
and  dependent  upon  tile  charjty  of  trie 
woods.  There  was  thtn  no  law  out  force; 
in  confeqnence  of  which  if  a man  c.lu 
limited  ail  iiur  for  his  habitation,  and  to 
fecure  him  from  the  inclemency  of  toe 
weather,  his  fitualion  was  forever  p-r- 
iious,  left  his  more  potent  neighbour 
Ihould  fancy  his  relidence.  Sc  by  force  dif- 
pofless  him  ofhishoilfc  and  deprive  hirfi  of 
his  comforts. 

Mankind  in  thofe  days  werecoriupt,ava 
oricious,weak  and  needy — In  conl'eqqence 
of  which  it  was  conlidered  advilable  to 
make  fome  alteration  in  their  mode  of  liv- 
ing:— it  became  neceffarv  to  form  fome 
rule  for  the  government  of  the  whole — 
by  which  all  ihould  maintain  equal  rights 
and  equal  privileges  ; hy  which  the  ftrong 
fhould  he  reftrained  from  the  commilli- 
on  of  depredations  upon  the  rights  of 
their  neighbours  and  the  weak  fecured 
in  their  lawful  enjoyments. 

In  order  to  accomplilh  thrinccefiary  ob- 
ject, a general  meeting  of  the  people  was 
held,  and  a fuitable  number  of  legislators 
chofen, who  were  clothed  with  powers  (lim- 
ited only  by  tlie  paramount  laws  of  nature) 
to  eftablifti  a government,  and  to  ena£t 
laws  whereby  man's  natural  rights  fhould 
be  protedled  and  the  rules  of  his  civil  con- 
duft  pourtraved — laws  confonant  to  the 
the  nature,  difpofition,  intereft  ard  impro^- 
ments  of  man,  were  then  eftablilh  d,  upon 
the  eternal  bafis  of  juftice  and  right.  But 
as  mankind  were  then  novitiates  in  the  fei- 
ence  of  government, their  laws,  as  to  num- 
bers, were  confiderably  limited — fociety 
however  by  this  mafterly  reformation  foon 
made  confiderable  progrefs  in  refinement, 
and  in  a knowledge  of  the  arts  and  fcien- 
ces — which  gave  rile  to  ail  augmentation 
of  their  laws;  numbers  rendered  them  in- 
coinprehenfible  to  the  mafs  of  the  people, 
hence  the  neceffity  of  certan  pnfons  de- 
voting their  time  and  attention  to  tlie  llu- 
dy  of  thofe  laws  ; in  order  to  di (cover  the 
true  fpirit  and  defign  of  their  iufti tutors, 
and  to  point  out  tlie  way  by  which  juftice 
was  intended  to  be  adminiftered  unto  all 
men. — And  fellow  citizens,  in  the  lawyers 
of  the  prefent  day,  you  behold  tlie  fuccef- 
fors  of  thofe  ancient  inquirers  after  the 
unchanging  principles  of  eternal  juftice.

A SKETCH  OF  HORNE  TOOKE. 

The  Epka  Ptrroenta  of  John  Horne 
Tooke  has  excited  confiderable  attention 
among  the  philologifis  of  Europe.  It  it 
certainly  an  elegant,  learned,  elaborate, 
<and  ingenious  performance  ; the  producti- 
on of  a mind  untrammelled  in  the  mazes 
ef  (cholaftic  fubtilties,  and  dild.iiniig  the 
beaten  paths  of  academic  fcier.ce.  It  is 
indeed  a work  sui  generis , unique,  and  re- 
plete with  paradoxes. — The  author  dif- 
covers  an  extenlive  acquaintance,  not  on- 
ly with  the  languages  tominoniy  called 
learned  ; but  with  mod  cf  the  dialects  of 
modern  Europe. — 111  his  etymological  re- 
fearches,  though  not  always  happy,  I e ne- 
ver fails  to  be  intetclling  ; and  in  fome  in* 
(lances  at  leal!  has  probably  furpuffed  a'.f 
other  writers  on  the  general  theory  of  lan- 
guage. His  difeoveries  are  communica- 
ted in  a ferirsof  poliftn-ddiaiogurs  : air  an-- 
ner  of  writing  well  calculates  to  diverfify 
and  render  agreeable,  a IV.bjeft  in  ii s na-c 
ture,  fo  uninviting  a3  verbal  criticifm. 

He  begins  with  repvefenting  pbilofoph- 
ical  or  theoretical  grammar  as  one  of  the 
most  difficult  speculations  which  can  err. 
ploy  the  mind  of  man,  and  confidently  a- 
vers,  that  the  wisest  philosophers  and  most 
diligent  enquirers  of  all  ages  had  commit- 
ted innumerable  and  Inveterate  mistakes, 
and  after  bewildering  themselves  inpursu- 
ing  delusive  phantoms,  had  left  thesubieft 
'll  “ thick  darkness.”  FJe  farther  insists 
that  it  is”  a necessary  step  to  wars  s wisdom 
and  true  knowledge  and  confequently 
that  “ wisdom  and  true  knowledge'’  were 
never  possessed  by  any  man  on  ear-.h,  un- 
less he  himself  has  found  them. 

With  respect  to  the  classes  of  words. or 
parts  ot  speech, he  observes,  that  gramma- 
rians had  never  determined  wliat  sort  of 
difference  iu  words,  should  entitle  them  to 
hold  a separate  rank  by  themselves  and 
consequently  some  counted  more,  and 
some  less.  If  then  this  criterion  for 
the  classification  of  words  was  not  estab- 
lished, it  was  at  lead  to  be  expeflid  that 
our  auther  would  do  it  himfelf. — But  that 
he  has  not  done.— “ As  to  the  number  of 
the  parts  of  speech  that”  fays  lie,  shall 
be  as  yon  please.  Either  two  or  twcnti 
or  more.”  But  he  is  inclined  to  allow  that 
rank  only  to  the  necessary  words;  and  .0 
include  all  others  (which  are  not  necessary 
to  speech,  hut  inerriy  substitutes  of  the 
first  sort)  under  the  title  of  abbrevi- 
ations.” “ I11  Englilh”  continues  he, 
“ and  in  all  languages  there  are  only  two 
sorts  of  words  which  are  necessary  to  the 
communirat'on  of  thought — the  noun,  and 
the  «»•;.”  I hrsc  arc  the  common  terms, 
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and,  lie  lays,  he  uses  them  in  the  “ ca«s- 
taov.  acceptation,”  Yet  he  is  careful  e- 
nough  to  inform  us  [Part  II,  Pag  a 42a-] 
that  “case,  gender,  and  number  are  no 
parts  of  the  noun."  And  of  the  verb,  he 
*s£s,  that  it  “ is  (as  every  word  also  must 
be)  a noun  but  adds  fjrther,  that  ’*  it  is 
something  more  but  what  that  something 
is,  remainsyet  unexplained — But11  mood 
tenfe,  number  and  person  are  no  parts  of 
the  verb." 

All  the  other  parts  of  speech,  common- 
ly so  called,  are  comprehended  en  masse 
under  the  title  of  abbreviation*,  because  in 
the  course  of  his  etymological  investiga- 
tions be  finds  them  to  oe  old  nouns  and 
verbs  abbreviated  by  corruption.  And 
yet  “in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term, ”he  ad- 
mits “ that  they  are  all  parts  of  speech  ” 
Thus  it  seems,  Mr.  Horne  Tooke  himfelf 
is  more  merciful  to  the  poor  conjunctions, 
prepositions  and  adverbs  than  a profefud 
follower  of  his,  who  has  lately  declared  his 
determination  of  “ utterly  extirpating 
them  (ronr  the  language."  For  though 
our  theorilf  feels  not  inclined  to  allow 
them  a place  in  the  foremost  ranks  ; he 
yetconsidfrs  them  so  useful  and  conve- 
nient that11  a person  who  would  attempt 
to  discourse  without  them,  would  stumble 
as  often  as  a horse,  long  used  to  We  shod, 
that  has  lately  cast  his  siloes.”  And  of 
'the  article,  he  says,  “ it  is  so  necessary  that 
without  it,  or  some  equivalent  invention, 
men  could  not  communicate  their  thoughts 
at  all.”  He  says  the  same  of  the  preposi- 
tion — -Now  all  thelnffft  diftinguished  phi- 
lological writers,  ancient  and  modern, 
'from  Plato  to  Horne  Tooke,  declare  that 
the  article  exists  not  in  the  Latin  language. 
And  yet  the  Romans  “ communicated 
theii*  thoughts”  so  well  without  it,  that  in 
no  language  however,  can  we  find  moie 
finished  examples  of  pure  and  elegant 
compofition.  But  what  shall  we  do  with 
the  article  ? he  will  not  allow  us  to  call  it 
an  abbreviation  ; and  yet  affirms  the  arti 
cle  the  to  be  abbreviated  troin  the  old  An- 
glo-Saxon verb  tbegan  or  tbean , to  get  or 
take.  In  his  new  nomenclature,  it  is  term- 
ed a substitute  ; but  all  the  abbreviations 
are  by  him  also  called  substitutes.  The 
difference  according  to  our  author,  is  that 
the  latter  class  of  substitutes,  are  “ not  ne- 
cessary for  the  communication  ofthought; 
and  supply  the  place  of  words  which  are 
in  the  language."  Whereas  the  former 
“ are  necessary,  and  supply  the  place  of 
words  which  are  not  in  the  language.” 
That  is  to  say,  the  abbreviations  are  sub- 
stitutes (or  something  ; but  the  articles  are 
substitutes  for  nothing  ! I ! 

As  for  the  adjectives  our  celeb  rated  thr- 
orilf  obferves,  that  “ they  are  convenient, 
but  not  necefl'ary  abbreviations  a id  in 
proof  of  the  faft,  itiflances  the  language  of 
the  Mubbekaneesv  Indians  as  being  entire- 
ly without  them.  The  participles  in  the 
English  tongue  (according  to  the  author) 
are  six  in  number.  “ We  h d formerly" 
says  h«,  ‘'butfwt;  but  50  great  is  the 
convenience  and  importance  cf  this  ufeful 
abbreviation,  that  ounuthors  have  bor- 
rowed from  other  languages,  and  incorpo- 
rated with  their  own  four  other  participles 
of  equal  value  ” And  these,  in  the  new 
grammatical  nomenclature,  are

cover.''  [Part  II,  p.  316.] 

Again,  “ Head,  heft,  heaven,  hoof,  buff, 
hovel , hood,  hat,  but,  heaven,  oven,  are  all 
the  past  participle  of  the  verb  beajan,  to 
heave"  [ Ibid . p 73  ] 

Again.  Skill,  scale,  scald,  shell,  shoal, 
scowl,  scull,  shoulder,  shilling,  s'ate  Sec. 
a retail  the  past  participle  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  verb  scylan  to  divide  Sec.  Sejliave  all 
one  common  meaning.

The  reader  will  obferve,  that  in  the  a- 
bove  examples  there  are  some  words  not 
yetexplained  ; for  until  not  only  our  lan- 


guage, but  those  of  ail  other  nations,  shall 
be  traced  to  their  refpretive  fources,  and 
complete  dictionaries  of  them  formed  up- 
on principles  essentially  different  from  a- 
ny  which  have  yet  appeared  ; it  will  be 
impossible  for  any  man  but  Horne  Too>ke 
himfelf  to  divine  what  shall  be  the  ulti- 
mate meaning  allowed  to  thousands  of 
words  which  are  in  daily  use  among  man- 
kind. But  the  complete  execution  of 
fuch  an  undertaking  would  far  exceed  the 
powers  of  any  individual  of  the  human 
race.  The  roots  of  many  words  in  the 
Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew  8cc.  are  irrecovera- 
bly lost-  Many  radicals  also  of  the  mo- 
dern tongues  are  gone  forever. — Butgrant- 
ing  that  all  the  different  languages  spoken 
by  mortal  men  were  investigated,  as  far 
as  practicable,  in  the  manner  of  Home 
Tooke,  and  the  consequent  meaning  otev- 
ery  word  discovered  and  ascertained, 
what  advantage  would  result,  equivalent 
to  the  trouble  and  inconvenience  of  hav- 
ing to  burn  all  our  prefent  books,  in  every 
language,  to  unlearn  all  our  former  ideas, 
and  begin  anew  the  study  of  language  ? 
And  when  this  difficulty  is  surmounted, 
what  security  have  we,  that  another specu- 
latist  equally  as  acute  and  ingenious  as 
Hsrne  Tooke,  may  not  build  another  the- 
ory, as  plaulible  and  as  well  supported  by 
etymology,  as  “ the  Diversionsof Furtey,” 
and  thus  every  age  ia  (accession  may 
have  a new  system  of  its  own,  and  we 
must  be  continually  employed  in  learning 
and  unlearning  theories  of  language.  For 
all  theories  of  this  kind  must  be  fanciful 
and  hypothetical,  and  a mere  hypothesis, 
however  ingenious  and  amusing  to  the 
curious  mind,  is  but  a Tandy  foundation  on 
which  to  build  any  fystem  of  practical 
utility. 

That  I do  not  magnify  the  inconveni- 
ences attendant  on  the  practical  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  H.  T.  will  more 
fully  appear  in  the  sequel.  In  the  mean 
time  take  ti.e  following  examples. [Part  2 
P.  9]  “It  appears  to  me,”  says  our  au- 
thor “ highly  improper  to  say,  that  God 
has  a right  : as  it  is  also,  to  say  that  God  is 
just."  Theseexpression,”  he  says,1'  are  in- 
applicable to  the  Deity.” — Why  so  ? Be- 
cause he  finds  them  past  participles  of  the 
Latin  verbs  rego  and  juheo,  and  to  signify 
directed,  commanded  or  ordered;  and  it 
is  abfurd  to  sav,  that  God  is  Commanded 
or  ordered  to  do  any  thing. — Again,  the 
words  heaven  and  hell  are  past  participles, 
the  former  signifying  merely  heaved  or 
raised  and  'he  latter  covered.  Of  course 
any  perfon  or  ooject  heaved  or  raised  is 
heaven  ; and  any  object  covered  is  hell. 
A raised  loaf,  a raised  house  or  a raised 
seat  is  heaven  : a covered  wagon,  a cover- 
ed  book,  a covered  head,  or  a ftme  covert 
is  hell. — But  the  tein>  lady,  is  a past  par 
ticipie,  and  is  equivalent  to  ofty  ; so  that 
a lady  is  any  thing  lofty  ; and,  vice  versa, 
any  thing  lofty  is  a lady. 

11  Truth  is  a verb  in  the  3d  person 
sing,  of  the  indicative  mood,  and  means 
any  thing  or  something  w.hichone  tronvetb 
or  thirtieth."  Ant!  of  this,  be  observes, 
“that  except  in  words,  there  is  nothing 
but  truth  in  the  world.”  “ There  is 
11  therefore”  says  lie,”  “no  such  thing  as 
“ eternal,  immutable,  everlasting,  truth  ; 
11  unless  mankind,  such  as  they  are  at  pro- 
“ sent, be  also  eternal,  immutable  and  e- 
11  verlasting."  11  Two  perfons,”  conti- 
nues he,  “ may  contradict  each  other,  and 
11  yet  both  fpeak  truth  “ for  the  truth 
11  of  one  person  may  be  opposite  to  the 
11  truth  of  another.”  11  To  speak  truth 
11  may  be  a vice,  as  well  as  a virtue  ; for 
11  there  are  as  many  occasions  where  it 
“ ought  not  to  be  spoken.”  So  he  who 
affirms  that  any  two  sides  of  a triangle  ta- 
ken together  are  less  than  the  third  side, 
and  he  who  affirms  the  contrary,  may  both 
speak  the  truth  ; i.  e each  may  speak 
w hat  he  trosvetb  or  tbinketb. — Thus  also 
tire  ci-devant  Principal  of  the  Woodford 
Academy,  when  hr  asserted  that  the  course 
of  Mathematicks  and  natural  philosophy 
in  the  '1'.  U.  was  incomplete  and  deficient ; 
and  the  Professor,  who  in  reply  affirmed 
the  contrary,  might  both  speak  the  truth, 
upon  the  celebrated  principles  of  Horne 
Tooke.
